ROME, Oct. 5.—AIll industrial 
workmen compulsory members of 
one big unlon, governmentally or- 
ganized and directed, and all em- 
ployers necessarily members of a 
super-corporation under Govern- 
ment tutelage—a ¢ystem instituted 
by a pact between the Italian Fed- 
eration of Indubtry and the fascist 
trades unions, was announced to- 
day.
